We are an 
Argentine married couple with two aona of 24 and 27 
years old respectively. The eldest, Pablo, married, 
three children, was abducted the 8th of June of 1977 at 
11 o'clock a.m., near the door of the company where he 
work*. La Germinadora S.A., F.D.E oosevelt 5459, Buenos 
Aires City. A group of several fellows in plain clothes 
and oarrying guns, got out from two cars parked there 
and, seizing him, got Pablo into one of the cars. As 
frcin than, and although all our desperate efforts before 
the Argentine Authorities, we have had no news about 
our sen, not even if he is alive or dead. 

How, we humbly beg you to mediate before the Argentine 
Government, with all the weight of your country, so that 
our son may show up and ccrne hack, and this unbearable 
anguish that is killing us may finish, ^ablo'o personal
